ſuch vthemencies, as nothing could. be more killingly 
ſpoken : for who cap be a greater enemy to Mankind, 
who a more dangerous decerver then he who defending 
# traditionall corruption uſes no common eArts , but 
r1uh a wily Stratagem ef yeelding to the time a grea- 
ier fart of bas cauſe, ſeeming to forgo all that mans in- 
veniizon hath donetherein, anddrivenfrom much of his 
hold in Scripture, yet leaving it hanging by atwan d 
ibreea.not from divine command bat from Apoſtolicall 
pradencecr aſſent, as if he had theſurety of ſome rou- 
lang trench, creeps up by this meanestohis relinqu;{h't 
fortreſſe of droine ambority againe; and ſtill hovering - 
verweene the confines of that which hee dares not bee ge.

penly , and that which he will not be fincerely, traine: 
on the eaſie Chriſtian inſenſubly within the cloſe am- 
buſhment of worſt errors , and with a ſlye ſhuffle of 
counterfeit principles chopping and changing till hee 
hauveglear'd all the good ones out of their minds, leaves 
them at laſt, after aſlight reſemblance of ſweeytng and 
garnishing under the ſevenfold poſſeſſion of a deſperate 
ſtupidity. eAnd therefore they that love the ſoules of 
men, which is the deareſt love , and ſtirs up the nobleſ 
jealouſre, when they meet with ſuch colluſion, cannot be 
blaw'd though they bee tranſported with the zeale of 
truth io a well heated fervencze ; eſpecrally, ſeeing they 
which thus offend againſt the ſoules of thery brethren,gs 
zt with delight to their great gaint, eaſe, and advance- 
ment in this world , but they that ſeeke to diſcover and 
oppoſe their falſe trade of decerving, do it not without a 
Jad and unwilling anger, not without many hazards, 
but without all prevate and perſonall ſpleene, and with- 
out any thought of earthly reward , when as this very 
courſe they take ſtopps therr hopes of aſcending above 
. a lowly and unexuiable patch an this life. And although 
znthe ſerious uncaſing of agrand impoſture (for to deale 
plainly with you Readers, Prelatry is no better) there 
be mixt here ana there ſuch a gram laughter, as may ap- 
peare at the ſame tame 19 4n auſtere viſage, it cannot be 
taxt of levity or znſolence: for even this veine of laughs 
ing ( as I could produce out of grave eAuthors ) hath 
oft-times a ſtrong and ſinewy forceanteacbing and con- 
futing ; nor can there be a more proper objett of indig« 
nation and ſcorne together then a falſe Prophet taken 
#n the greateſt deareſt and moſt dangerous cheat, the 
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creat of ſoules: 2a the aiſcloſing whereof if 21 be harm- 
full to beangry, and whall 10 caſt a lowring ſmile,when 
the propereſt object calls for both, it will be long enouph 
ere any be ableto ſay why thoſe two moſt rationall facul- 
1zes of humane intellect anger and laughter were firſt 
ſeated in tre breſt of man. Thas much (Readers) in fa- 
vour ofthe ſofter ſpirited Chriſtian, for other eXCceprzo- 
ers there was no thought taken. Onely if it bee ast't © 
why this cloſe and ſuccintt manner of coping with the 
Adverſary was rather choſen,this was the reaſon chief 
ly, ihat the ingenuous Reader without further amuſing 
himſelfe in the labyranth of comroverſall antiquity, 
may come the ſpeedeſt way io ſee the truth vindicated, 
and Sophiſtry taker $hort a! the firſt falſe bound.

ſerve the name ofa compleatArchite&,anexcellentPain- 
ter, or the like, thatbeares nota generous mind aboye 

the peaſantly regard of wages, and hire; much more 
muſt we thinke hima moſt imperfect, and incompleate 
Divine, who is ſo farre-from being a contemner of 61. 
thy ſucre; that his whole divinity 1s mould:d and bred 
_ up. .in the beggarly, and brutiſh hopes of a fat Preben- 

dary , Deanery, or Biſhoprick, which poore and low 
* pirch't defires, if they doe but mixe with thoſe other 
heavenly intentions that draw a man to this ſtudy, it 1s 
juſtly expeCed that they fhould bring forth a baſe born 
ifſue of Divinity like that of thoſe imperfe&, and pu- 
' trid creatures that receive a crawling life from two moſt 

unlike procreants the'Sun, and mudde. And in matters 
of Religion, there is not any thing more intollerable, 


' _ .tthen alearred foole, ora learned Hypocrite, .the one is

uponthe dilſolving of Prelates, what an eaſe, and hap- 
pincfſe will it be to us, when tempting rewards are tae 
ken away, that the cunningeſt and moſt dangerous mer- 
cenaries will ceaſe of ther ſelves to frequent the fold, 
whom otherwiſe ſcarce all the prayers of the faichfull 
could have kept back from devouring the flock? Burt 
2 true Paſtor of Chrits ſending hath this eſpeciall mark,

tongues and arts, that may conduce to his glory, andour

education upon rkeir Children, and ſo dedicate them 
to the ſervice of the Goſpell ; he can make the ſons of 
Nobles his Miniſters, and Princes to be his Nazarites;

Bur what though Luther and other Monks were the re- 
formers of other places; does ur follow therefore that 
Monks ought to continue ? No, though Luther had 
raught lo : and laſtly, Afoulins argument direXly makes 
againſt you, for if there be nothung in it,but rhis, Biſhops | 
were lcft reiraining becauſe they were the reformers of 
the Church, by as good a:conſequence therefore they. are 
now to be remov*d, becauſe they have been the moſt cer= 
taine deformers and ruiners of the Church.

aud ſtoureſt plea. 
Remon, In the mean time I beſeech the God of Hea- 
ven tohumble you. |

more profitable, and pertinent humiliation, then yer you 
know , and a lefſe miſtaken charitablenefſe, with thar 
peace which you have hitherto fo perverſely miſaf-.
